Many Exptrts Do Not Cxpoet a Decl 
^ alvo Engagement Near Mukdan 
Before Spring — Foreign At- 
taehta Returning Home. 

London, Nov. 4.— The Dally Tele- 
igraph's Che FOo correspondent, tele 
graphing Thursday, says that the Jap- 
anese losses during the last assault 
OB Port Arthur were heavier than on 
.'any of the pravtoui attaoka. The 
.bonhardmmt, be aayi, waa lo fierce 
that the streets of Dalny were said to 
tremble as though from an earthquake. 
The same pniior's correspondent with 
Gen. Oku, under date of November 2 
says that the Indications are that a 
terrific engaccment 1* about to com 
menc*. 

Berlin, Nov. 4 — The Lokal Ansel- 
per's Mukden correspondent claims 
the nio.st trustworthy authority for the 
statement that 34,UOO sick or wounded 
Russian soldiers were sent away after 
the last engagement 

Col. Oaedke, the Tiageblatt's corre 
spondent with the Russian amiy, tele 
graphs that the Uussian posiiions on 
the Shakhe river are daily becoming 
stronger in spite of the proximity of 
the opposing army. The poasiblllty 
, of a Japanese attack. Coi. Gaedke 
* adds, is constantly diminishing and 
many ( xperls do not expect that there 
will be a decisive engagement before 
spring. The two Spanish attaches are 
returning home, and othera probably 
will follow soon. 

Che Foo, Nov. 3 — Port Arthar is 
doomed. A press correspondent he#e 
has received information, the reliabil 
ity of which is beyond question, that 
the Japanese now occupy positions 
which place the eaat side of the town 
at their mercy. The last assault has 
gained for them ;K)9itlons which in- 
sure their ability to enter the main 
east forts whenever they are ready 
Long before the Se<iond Pacific squad' 
FOB arrlTei the Japanese fiag will 
wave over the wrecked citadel. This 
will end Viceroy Alexleft's dream of 
an unconquerable city. 
, Rome, Nov. 4. — A dispatch from To 
kio to the Italia Mllltaire repeats the 
report that the Japanese have tunnel- 
ed well under Port Arthur. This dis- 
patch asserts the tunnel has been fln 
Jshed from Pigeon bay to within an 
eighth of a mile of Golden Hill for- 
tress — the main fortress of the strong- 
. hold. 

Toklo, Nov. 4. — News from Port Ar- 
thur Is to the effect that Tuesday's 

bombardment wa.s of the fiercest ile 
scriptlon. Five of the Russian war- 
ships In the harbor are reported tp 
have been severely damaged. 

New Chang, Nov. 4.— Explosions oc- 
curred early Thursday morning inside 
Port Arthur. It is believed magazines 
or mines have been exploded. 

London, Nov. 4. — A dispatch to a 
news agency from St. -Petersburg says 
Lieut Gen. Stoessel, commander of 
the Rossian troops at Port Arthur, is 
reported to the wounded in the leg.

Killed in the Ancliinclo88 
Colliery Recovered.

The Heads and Trunks of Some Were 
Crashed to a Jelly by lhair

Pitiful Scenea Were Witnessed at the 
Shaft's Mouth Whsn ths Severed 
Remains Were Brought to the 
Surface in Buckets. 



Wilkesbarre. Pa.. Nov. 4.— The bod- 
ies of nine of the ten miners who 

were killed at the Aocblacloss colliery 
in Nanticoke Wednesday were remov- 
ed from the sump at the foot of the 
shaft Thursday. All were horribly 
crushed and mangled by the fall, some 
1,800 feet, and tbe idenUfloaUon is dif- 
ficult. 

Arms and legs were torn from the 
trunks of some of the victims while 
the heads and trunks of others were 
crushed to a Jelly. The work of re- 
covery was exceedingly dlfllcult and 
the rescuers braved extreme danger 
In recovering the bodies. 

Pitiful scenes were witiiesseil at the 
mouth of the shaft when the severed 
remains were brought to the surface 
in buckets which had been rigged up. 

The widows, orphans and other rel- 
atives surroimded the shaft (hirl^ng all 
of Wednesday night and Thursday 
night When the first body reached 
the surface its condition was such 
that the ofiiclals refused to allow any 
one to see the remains. Tbe bodies 
of all the victims were carefully wrap- 
ped >ip before they were brought to 
the surface and were taken to an un- 
dertaker's morgue to be prepared for 
burial when tbe relatives will be al- 
lowed to identify and daiia their dead.

She Was On Hsr Way Home From 
Her Work. 

Cincinnati, Nov. 4.— Almost an ex- 
act counterpart of tbe Lulu Mueller 
murder In Lover's lane. Cummlnsville, 

was reported to the police early Thurs- 
day. Terribly cut and crushed about 
the head, the dead body of Alma 
Steinigeweg, 18, of McMakin avenue. 
Winton Place, was found Thursday 
morning at the foot of Winton road, 
between Spring Grove avenue and Mill 
creek. 

Positive evidence that a brutal mur- 
der, i)()ssibly more shocking than that 
of Lulu Mueller, had been committed, 
was adduced as soon as Coroner* Wea- 
ver arrived and the body was turned 
over. 

Down the back of the young victim 
were unmistakable evidences that she 
had been dragged, thus disposing of 
the possibility that she had lR>en 
struck by a street car. From the mid- 
dle of the track a trail of blood, which 
had dripped from frightful wounds in 
the head, led to the S]^ where the 
body lay. 

There were two significant things 
discovered. The flrst was that her 
raiment was disarranged, as though 
In a desperate struggle for life or 
honor. The second, discovered by 
painstaking and almost microscopic 
search of every Inch of the ground 
where the body was found, was a safe- 
ty pin of the sort usually worn by 
women. This was crushed into the 
1,'rourid by a boot heel, of which the 
imprint was very easily discernible.

He and Hie Party Will Not Join In 
the Man Hunt. 

Tbermopolls. Wyp.. Nov. 4.— Sheriff 
Fenton. of Big Horn county, came in 
Thursdsy night from the chase after 

the outlaws who attenipteil lo roh the 
First national bank of Cody and killed 
Cashier Middaugh on Tuesday last. 
He had a conference with Sheriff 
Stough, of Fremont county, and the 
two officers left again Friday morn- 
ing for the Bad Lands In the vicinity 
of Tarhy crrrU, east of the liig Morn 
river, where Fenton believes lie has 
the outlaws &tirrounded. The officers 
will endeavor to prevent the robbers 
from penetrating the interior of the 
Bad Lands, for once Inside their cap- 
ture would become an e.xtremely haz- 
ardous ta.slc. 

The fact developed Thursday that 
the outlaws after leaving Cody Tues- 
day evening traveled over tbe main 
county road to within four miles of 
this place, then made a detour to the 
southwest and entered the main road 
again six miles out. They have since 
been traveling by main roads. This 

boldness on the robbers' part caa not 
be accounted for. 

A apeeial from Cody says that Wil- 
liam F. Cody (Buffalo Dill) will not 
join the man hunt. He will leave Fri- 
day with his I-!iiglish and other guests 
for a bunt in the wilds northwest of 
Cody. 

The reward for the bandits, dead or 
alive, has been Increased to $lu,()00. 
The sum has been made uj) by Col. 
Cody, the citizens of the state, banks 
of the state and other concerns and 
will probably be increased in a day 
or two. 

SUPPLEMENTAL TREATY. 



The Rate on International Money Or- 
ders Decreased. 



Washington, Nov. 4. — Postmaster 
General Wynne Thursilay si(.'ne<l a 
supplemental treaty with the Hunga- 
rian government relating to money or- 
ders passing between tbe two coun- 
tries. Under its terms the rate of 
I'ommlHslon paid by the country of ori- 
gin to the country of payuunt Is re- 
duced from one-half of one per cent, 
to one-fourth of one per cent. This 
applies to all classes of international 
money orders. At the same time it 
affects a corresponding reduction In 
the fees charged for the use of money 
orilers In the Cnite.^ States, as well 
as the use of the money orders in 
Hungary. So far as this country Is 
concerned the fees are reduced to 
from eight cents to 50 cents, whereas 
formerly they were from ten cents to 
eiir dollar. The money order busi- 
ness with Austro-llungary is said to 
amount to between $3,0'H»,000 and $4,- 
(KiO,000 and it is believed here that un- 
der the new treaty this aiBoaat .wiii 
be increased. 



COMMANDER BOOTH*TgCKIR.

New York, Nov. 4. — It was announc- 
ed Thursday night that Commander 
Fr('(leri< k liooi li-Tut Uer. fur l i.^ht and 
a lialf years cnaunaiidi r of tlii Salva- 
tion army forces 'n ihi' I'nii d States, 
is appointed to the international head- 
quarters of the army In LiOdnon and 
will there act as secretary for and 
represent all countries outside of 
tlreal Britain. This ai)i)ointnii'nt will 
make it necessary for tbe commander 
to travel in all parts of the world.

Machine Was Loaded on a Hay Wag* 
on and Taken Back to St. Louis

St. Louis, Xov. 4.- The air.shlp of 
Capt. T. a. liuidwin, which suddenly 
slipped away Wednesday night as it 
was being towed in froia tha country 
to the seronautic concourse, was found 
Thursday 16 miles west of St. Louis. 
It was unharmed by Its wild night 
flight, save for two small rents In the 
gas bag, which Capt. Baldwin stated 
could be repaired in half an hour. 

When the "Arrow" escaped there 
was Just enough gas to lift the craft 
well off the ground. Inventor Baldwin 
express( <l ills belif f at the time that 
the cnlil ni^'lu air would condense" the 

gas rapidly and cause the airship to 
cone down in the vldalty of flt Louis. 

After floating in the wind for 16 miles 
the airship ( ame down to within a 
short distanet of the ground and her 
anchor ropes became entangled in ihu 
dead limb of a tree. This served as 
an anchor and tbe.alrabip was found 
so moored In a cornfield by farmers. 

Word n .'ichi <i lialdwln late In the 
day that his airship bad been found. 
He and Aeronaut Knalienshue hurried 
to the scene in an automobile, and 
were rejoiced to Und the aerial craft 
uninjured witb the esceptton of two 
mall tears in tbe balloon. 

Tbe balloon was deflated and after 
negotiations had been completed with 
a farmer the collapsed airship was 
loaded on to a hay wagon and brought, 
back to the exposition aerodnmie. 

Capt. Baldwin stated Thursday 
night that he expected to have the air* 
ship in readiness for a Hlgbt by Sat> 
urday afternoon.
